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San Francisco Could Open 
Sate Injection Sites

The possibility of a safe injection 


site opening in San Francisco inched a 
step closer to reality last week. 

Mayor London Breed and Supervisor 
Matt Haney said they would introduce 
legislation allowing non-profits to open 
sites where people could consume drugs 
under medical supervision. The ordi- 
nance is contingent on the passage of 
matching legislation at the state level 
authorizing a pilot program in San Fran- 
Cisco. 

Two days earlier, Safehouse, a Philadel- 
phia nonprofit, achieved a landmark le- 
gal victory when a U.S. District Court 
ruled a proposed safe injection site on 
the East Coast would not violate federal 
law. That paved the way for Philadelphia 
to become the first city in the country to 
open a safe injection site. But later that 
same week, after strong pushback from 
the South Philadelphia community, 
Safehouse said it would delay opening 


their facility. 

“One thing we have here that they don’t 
have as much of in Philadelphia is buy-in 
from the community,” says Robert Avila, 
a spokesperson for Glide Memorial 
Church in San Francisco. 

In 2018, Glide and other organizations 
banded together to launch Safer Inside, 
a mock facility to show the public what a 
real safe injection site might look like. 
“That’s what the Safer Inside mock site 
was all about — bringing the public in,” 
Avila tells SF Weekly. 

At the time, AB 186 had just passed the 
California legislature and was waiting 
for a signature from then-Gov. Jerry 
Brown. The bill would have allowed San 
Francisco to operate safe injection sites 
as part of a two-year pilot program, 
through the end of 2021. But Brown ve- 
toed the bill. 

A new bill, AB 362, is now making its 
way through the legislature, where As-

semblymember David Chiu — a co-au- 
thor of the bill — says it will probably 
be considered over the next few

“Governor Newsom has expressed 
some openness to considering this, 
and that was certainly a different per- 
spective from our previous governor,’ 
Chiu tells SF Weekly. “We want to place 


cisco to save lives. We're hopeful.” 

Chiu pointed to many similar pro- 
grams throughout the world which 
have embraced a harm reduction ap- 
proach. 

“The idea is that if we provide these 
sites, individuals will come into contact 
with critical health services like detoxi- 
fication, and treatment, and other ser- 
vices they otherwise wouldn't if they’re 
shooting up on the streets,” he says. 
“Given the intensity of the crisis, we

‘There were at least 330 overdose 
deaths in 2019, according to city re- 


‘on cords, up from 259 deaths the year be- 


fore. An estimated 24,500 people inject 
drugs in San Francisco. 

Assuming the state bill becomes law, 
and assuming Breed and Haney are 
able to pass a local ordinance, it remains 
unclear today which nonprofit would 
step up to operate a site in the city. 

“Tm not sure anyone knows who in the 
end will come forward to ask for a per- 
mit,” Avila says. 

Even if a state law was in place to pro- 
vide some legal cover, there’s still a risk 
of federal prosecution. The U.S. District 
Court ruling in Philadelphia doesn’t ap- 
ply to San Francisco, and it may or may 
not foreshadow how a similar case in 
California would fair. 

“We are taking a page from Philadelphia 
again...and talking about how we could 
use their model and create a 501c3 that’s 
separate, and protects the other pro- 
grams, says Ken Kim, senior director of 
programs at Glide. “Our biggest concern 
is we don’t want to risk all the other ser- 
vices we provide for this one endeavor.”

Postponed 
over 
Coronavirus 
Fears 


Companies cancel travel 
to S.F. conference, despite 
no known cases in the city

After several companies an- 
nounced they would not be at- 
tending this year, the sponsors of 
the annual Game Developers 
Conference, scheduled to take 
place at the Moscone Center from 
March 13 to 20, said last Friday 
that they are postponing the 
event until later this summer. 

The statement didn’t cite a 
reason for the cancellation, but 
it comes after a wave of compa- 
nies who regularly attend the 
conference said they would skip 
the conference this year over 
concerns about the novel coro- 
navirus. By the time GDC orga- 
nizers told everyone the event 

as cancelled, Microsoft, Unity, 
Facebook, Sony, and Electronic 

Arts had all joined the list of 
companies saying they would 
mot attend the conference that 
attracted more than 29,000 
participants last year. 

“While we did not make this 
decision lightly, the current 
conditions with COVID-19 (also 
known as Novel Coronavirus) 
present too much risk,” Unity 
said in a blog post, the day 
before GDC’s cancellation. “We 
take our employees’ wellbeing 

ery seriously. We do not want 
any Unity employee, partner, 
community member or develop- 
er to compromise their health 
and safety unnecessarily.” 

“Out of concern for the 
health and safety of our em- 
ployees, our dev partners, 
and the GDC community, 
Facebook will not be attending 
this year’s Game Developer 
Conference due to the evolving 
public health risks related to 
COVID-19,” Facebook said in a 
statement. 
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Both Unity and Facebook 
declined further requests for 
comment. 

Conference organizers said 
pre-paid attendees will be 
issued full refunds, and hotel 
reservations made through the 
GDC website will not be subject 
to cancellation fees. 

Last week, Mayor London 
Breed preemptively declared 
a local emergency, a legal step 
that lets the city better organize 
staff and resources should an 
outbreak occur. But to date, 
there have been no confirmed 
cases of novel coronavirus in 
San Francisco residents. 

“This is a tool for us to use to 
marshal resources,” Mary Ellen 
Carroll, executive director of 
San Francisco Emergency Man- 
agement, said last week at the 
San Francisco Travel Marketing 
Conference. “We are open for 
business. We do not havea 
known threat in San Francisco, 
and we continue to put that 
information out there.” 

“There are no cases in San 
Francisco residents as of right 
now, Rachel Kagan, a San 
Francisco Department of Pub- 
lic Health spokesperson, said 
Tuesday. Three confirmed cases 
had been treated in San Fran- 
cisco hospitals, all out-of-coun- 
ty residents who had since been 
discharged and are no longer in 
the city, she said. 

As of press time on Tuesday, 
there had been 11 confirmed 
cases in Santa Clara County, 
public health officials said. Two 
had been determined to be cas- 
es of community transmission, 
four are travel related, three are 
close contacts to known cases, 
and two cases remain under 
investigation. 





Jamie Evans 
Wants Us to 
Think About 
Weed Like Wine

Back when she was a student at 
Cal Poly, Jamie Evans would finish her 
viticulture classes for the day, come 
home, and enjoy the decadent aroma of a 
cannabis strain. Unfortunately, the lan- 
guage of terpenes and terroir we now at- 
tribute to weed was not yet then in play. 

In those days, Evans’ interest in 
cannabis was instead largely recre- 
ational. Nonetheless, she knew even 
then that weed and wine had more 
than a little in common with one an- 
other. 

“T remember thinking that these 
cannabis strains had similar aromas 
and flavors to the wine that I'd been 
evaluating, which was crazy to me,” 
Evans tells SF Weekly. 








Following college, Evans would go 
on to work in the wine field for over 
a decade — including stints with 
respected brands like Mondavi and 
Jackson Family Wines — before the 
experience of witnessing a terrible car 
accident caused her to suffer from se- 
vere insomnia. 

“T didn’t want to take pharmaceuti- 
cal drugs because they’re super hard- 
core, Evans says. “So I figured I would 
try cannabis to help with my sleep. I 
was really using it with intention and 
I think that was the point where I saw 
just how much cannabis was helping 
me.” 

In addition to enjoying a more rest- 
ful slumber, the Sausalito resident says 
her medicinal cannabis use also caused 
her to start drinking less and to take 
better care of herself. Around the same 
time, Evans attended a ‘Women and 
Weed’ conference in Oakland. Seeing 
the faces of female CEOs and powerful 
women filling the room, Evans knew 
then and there that she had to get in- 
volved in cannabis somehow. 

The result was the launch of The 
Herb Somm in 2017. Functioning 
mainly as a blog, Evans says her ex- 
press goal was to create a site where 
she could combine her love of wine 
with a budding interest in the gourmet 
side of cannabis. In addition to offer- 
ing recipes and educational tips to con- 


sumers, The Herb Somm also features 
interviews with prominent chefs in the 
culinary cannabis space. 

In 2018, Evans expanded her reach 
by hosting a series of private dinners 
around the Bay Area and L.A. featuring 
cannabis-infused gourmet cuisine pre- 
pared by a rotating cast of guest chefs. 
Dubbed “Thursday Infused,” the series 
serves to correct what Evans views as 
a widespread misunderstanding about 
the potential for pot-enhanced food to 
be delicious. 

“It was really an event series about 
educating people on how to eat can- 
nabis food safely and responsibly,” she 
says. ‘And also to help them realize 
that cannabis can be a gourmet ingre- 
dient in a fine-dining experience. My 
whole spin on it, coming from the wine 
side, was that I wanted to present what 
amounts to a pairing concept, so for 
every event I would bring in a winery 
and then work with the chef to craft 
a pairing menu highlighting specific 
terpenes.” 

While some wineries were eager to 
take part in the series, Evans concedes 
that some institutions were skittish 
about associating their product with 
cannabis. Part of the problem, as she 
sees it, stems from the fact that Cali- 
fornia law currently prohibits the pub- 
lic consumption of cannabis with the 
exception of permits geared entirely 
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toward large-scale festivals. 

That’s why she recently took the 
role of executive director for Crop-to- 
Kitchen, an advocacy group focused on 
supporting the culinary cannabis com- 
munity. Founded by noted Bay Area 
cannabis activist Terrance Alan and 
restaurant consultant Kimberly Belle, 
the organization advocates for im- 
provements to the industry like more 
on-site consumption lounges, cannabis 
cafes, and a permit system that would 
make dinners like the ones Evans regu- 
larly hosts available to the public. 

“Cannabis cuisine is still illegal,” 
Evans says. “There are a lot of hurdles 
that we still have to get through. Our 
job is to work with policymakers to 
help them create some standards for 
how this could actually be possible and 
to pave the way for us to have some 
cannabis restaurants in the future.” 

In the interim, Evans is looking 
forward to the release of her first book, 
The Ultimate Guide to CBD, on March 
17. Presented as an educational guide 
worthy of newcomers and seasoned 
pros alike, the text also features a 
number of recipes as well as guest 
articles from an impressive array of 
cannabis experts. 

That includes useful information 
that even regular consumers of CBD 
might not know. For instance, those 
taking medications that warn against 
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eating grapefruit should also steer 
clear of the popular cannabinoid. 

“CBD can impact some of the en- 
zymes in your liver, meaning it has 
the ability to either enhance or inhibit 
some medications,” Evans says. “One 
message I really want to share with 
people is to be careful if you're taking 
other things with CBD.” 

As far as her efforts to transform 
our understanding about the culinary 
potential of cannabis go, Evans is ex- 
cited to continue her efforts to bridge 
the gap between the worlds of wine 
and weed. 

“I’m trying to bring winery folks 
to visit cannabis shops with me,” she 
says. ‘I want them to meet these can- 
nabis farmers so that we're all in the 
room together and we're talking. When 
that happens, you realize there are so 
many similarities between wine and 
cannabis in terms of what we’re doing. 
I think that really helps to bring the 
connection closer.”

The Iran Iknow and the Iran I see 


in the news have been stubborn puzzle 
pieces that simply refuse to fit together. 

The Iran I know is reaching under a 
bed for my grandfather’s cane in Ahvaz 
at the age of four, one year before his 
death. The Iran I know is on the balco- 
ny of my mother’s childhood home in 
Shiraz, sleeping under the stars with 
cousins in 2002. The Iran I know is 
jumping over beach bonfires late into 
the night for Nowruz, the Persian New 
Year. 

The Iran I see in the news is one 
branded by the United States as part 
of an “axis of evil,” with a nuclear 
program and still dealing with the 
legacy of the 1979 hostage crisis. Just 
three days into 2020, Americans saw 


it as a country to fear after President 
Donald Trump ordered the killing of 

high-ranking Gen. Qassem Suleimani 
in Baghdad, Iraq. 

Suleimani, who worked with the 
United States to beat back ISIS while 
leading proxy wars in the Middle East, 
was no household name but immedi- 
ately became “the world’s number one 
bad guy” as the world waited for Iran’s 
response and Trump’s subsequent 
move. World War III trended online 
along with a misinformed fear of a 
military service draft. Political podcast 
FiveThirtyEight guessed at what an 
Iranian terrorist attack on US. soil 
would do to the presidential election, 
and police departments encouraged 
residents to say something if they saw 
something.

chess game between the two countries 
are everyday Iranians, who find them- 
selves crippled by economic sanctions 
at home, formally barred from visiting 
the United States under the Trump 
administration, and still robbed of a 
democratically-elected leader after a 
1953 CIA coup that reverberates in the 
Middle East to this day. 

The impacts have also been felt by 
the Iranian diaspora in the United 
States. 

“T was shocked at how there’s still 
a U.S.-wide ignorance of how the 
United States and Iran got to where 
we are, says Farnaz Fatemi, a Santa 
Cruz-based writer who was bullied as 
a child growing up in California during 


the 1979 Iran hostage crisis, speak- 
ing about the reaction to Suleimani’s 
assassination. “Iran is such a special 
place to be inside and we would be ina 
different situation if more people had 
the privilege of seeing that country for 
what it is, not just who it’s run by.” 
Meanwhile, reports have been 
circulating about Iranians and Iranian 
Americans — legal residents and na- 
tive-born citizens — being detained 
at airports and having their religion, 
political leanings, and immigration 
motivations questioned. Iranian stu- 
dents with valid visas returning to 
the United States from winter break 
were deported, most notably at Boston 
Logan International Airport despite a 
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judge’s orders to pause proceedings. 

Suleimani’s assassination and 
the ensuing backlash have brought 
up memories for longtime Iranian 
American community members in the 
Bay Area and created new tensions 
for youth in the diaspora to navigate. 
It’s even left some questioning where 
they belong and how much greener the 
grass is over here, and had others turn 
to the arts for healing. 

“What’s really bothering me these 
days is ... we left Iran,” says Bella Ra- 
mazan-Nia, who unexpectedly moved 
to Berkeley amid the 1979 Revolution 
thinking she would return but has 
remained ever since. “The way America 
is going, sorry to say, it’s looking more 
like what I left behind.” 


Civil rights under threat 


Shirin Fahimi, an Iranian-born natural- 
ized Canadian citizen of two years, had 
come to expect additional questioning 
from Customs and Border Protection 
when traveling to the United States un- 
der its travel ban of majority-Muslim 
countries like Iran. But as she was en 
route to San Francisco for a performance 
at the art gallery Southern Exposure in 
the Mission on Feb. 4, a different process 
unfolded. She tells SF Weekly that she 
was asked if she was Muslim, what her 
position on the Iranian government is, 
why she moved to Toronto, what she 
studied in college, and even about her 
grandparents. 

“The interrogation made me very 
depressed,” Fahimi says. “I felt very 
lonely, especially because they ques- 
tioned my Canadian passport. Do I 
belong here?” 

To this day, Fahimi — who now 
wants to avoid undue interrogation 
and hassling — gets conflicting infor- 
mation from security officials on both 
sides of the border about how to enter 
the U.S. with no problem, despite hav- 
ing Canadian citizenship. But hers is 
just one of dozens of reports to surface 
in the aftermath of the Suleimani as- 
sassination. 

Up to 200 people of Iranian descent 
were reportedly held by border agents 
at Washington’s border with Canada. 
Many faced similar questions similar 
to those posed to Fahimi about alle- 
giances, political views, and religion. 
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Customs and Border Protection denied 
the claims but an internal memo from 
the Seattle office first obtained by The 
Northern Light in Blaine, Washington 
directed officers to stringently vet 


people matching certain criteria largely 


with links to Palestinian territories, 
Lebanon or Iran, or anyone who has 
traveled to the latter two. 

Several Iranian nationals with valid 
student visas, obtained after a rigorous 
vetting process and even life savings 
spent on higher education in the Unit- 
ed States, have also been questioned, 
deported, and even kept in holding 
cells often without family or friends 
having any indication of their where- 
abouts. 

Civil rights groups tracking the 
issues — like Iranian Alliances Across 
Borders, the National Immigration 
Law Center, the Council on Ameri- 
can-Islamic Relations, and the Nation- 
al Iranian American Council — have 
had a tough time determining just how 
pervasive the problem is but do know 
it spiked after the strike on Suleima- 
ni was publicized. While immigrant 
communities have faced heightened 
threats since the beginning of the 
Trump administration, Asian Law 
Caucus attorney Javeria Jamil says the 
calls with concerns or cases since Jan. 
1, 2020 have surpassed all calls in the 
past year and a half of working on the 
issue. 

“[Asian, Middle Eastern, North Af- 
rican, and South Asian] communities 
have been targeted pretty much by 
every administration and treated as 
national security threats since 9/11,” 
Jamil tells SF Weekly. “Under this 
administration, the assault on our 
communities has definitely increased 
tenfold.” 

Foreign policy ripples beyond bor- 
ders and immigration and into daily 
life. Until 2017, the San Francisco 
Police Department cooperated with 
the FBI under the Joint Terrorism 
Task Force, coordination agreement to 
prevent terrorist threats, according to 
a 2016 whitepaper that Mission Local 
obtained and revealed in November. 

It found that under that arrangement 
San Francisco police violated local laws 
barring information-gathering based 
on political and religious affiliation. 

A July Civil Grand Jury report rec- 
ommended San Francisco re-join the 
agreement but the Police Commission 
has not formally relaunched those con- 
versations. 

Notes of 9/11 racial profiling 
re-surfaced in the aftermath of Su- 
leimani’s assassination as well. Law 
enforcement groups like the Los 
Angeles Police Department said they 
were monitoring developments despite 
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no credible threats to the city, adding 
that it’s “committed to ensuring the 
safety of our vibrant and diverse com- 
munity, and we ask every Angeleno to 
say something if you see something.” 
Southern California has the largest 
concentration of Iranians outside Iran 
itself. 

Messages from political moments 
and policies involving race extend 
beyond law enforcement — the FBI 
reported in November that personal 
attacks motivated by bias or prejudice 
are at a 16-year high. That doesn’t 
include the 2015 Orange County 
stabbing of 22-year-old Iranian 
American Shayan Mazroei in Orange 
County despite a white supremacist 
gang member shouting racial epithets 
beforehand, a case tracked by Avalan 
Institute, a criminal and racial justice 
advocacy group based in Los Angeles. 

“We don’t have to wait for it to get 
so bad that it’s in our face,” says Niaz 
Kasravi, the institute’s founder and di- 
rector. “These continual, smaller acts of 
discrimination or language that’s root- 
ed in racism that we might just want 
to brush off builds and bubbles to the 
surface when we have those moments 
of political tension. The more we can 
be engaged and open about our experi- 
ences and building those relationships 
with other communities who deal with 
these issues, the more prepared we 
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are to face the fight when it’s at our 
doorstep.” 

Kasravi has been working to bring 
Iranians into the fight for racial justice 
by reminding them of cases like Maz- 
roei’s. She joins Asian Law Caucus, part 
of Asian Americans Advancing Justice, 
and other groups in urging people to 
comprehensively brush up on their 
rights, documenting any affronts to 
those rights, and to notify an immigra- 
tion lawyer before traveling abroad to 
enforce them in a timely manner. 

But Jamil says the larger key to 
unlocking the issue rests in the United 
States not seeing Middle Eastern and 
South Asian people through such a 
strong national security lens. 

“There needs to be a rethinking of 
that lens itself because that lens is re- 
ally problematic,” Jamil says. “Broadly 
speaking, I think there needs to bea 
culture and policy shift for any of this 
to change.” 


Diaspora then and now 

While Iranians dealt with a spike in chal- 
lenges to their civil rights, the impact 
trickled beyond border crossings and im- 
migration. World War III began trending 
on Twitter within minutes of news that 
the United States killed Suleimani, 
largely filled with gallows humor of not 
wanting to be drafted into war. (Male cit- 
izens between 18-25 must register for

selective service but the United States 
military has been all-volunteer since 
1973.) 

Roya Ahmadi, a 17-year-old high 
school junior in Cupertino, spent the 
following week questioning whether 
she was justified in feeling troubled by 
the nature of the memes or if she just 
couldn’t take a joke. One that espe- 
cially irked her had to do with women 
giving up their demands for equality so 
they wouldn't be drafted while others 
were “clearly racist” and portrayed Ira- 
nians as villains, once again. In reality, 
Iranians would bear the brunt of war 
that tends not to occur on American 
soil. 

“From the beginning, it bothered 
me and I couldn't completely recognize 
why,” says Ahmadi, who otherwise 
feels Cupertino is welcoming and 
open-minded. “I wish that people 
wanted to educate themselves more 
about politics and just recognize that 
it impacts, if not them, then probably 
people that they know. Instead of 
making a TikTok why don’t you sign a 
petition against war?” 

Ahmadi understands humor can be 
a coping mechanism, like a classmate 
joking that they could evade home- 
work if war broke out. But she didn’t 
find even its attempted purpose to 


be informative and that most of her 
peers didn’t seem to care to research 
more. Despite 176 people dying in the 
crossfire of Iran’s symbolic retaliatory 
strike, that part of the saga went unac- 
knowledged on TikTok. 

Her fellow Iranian American class- 
mate, Jordan Naddaf, has similar 
concerns about misinformation and 
has channeled that into co-founding 
the Foreign Policy Youth Collaborative, 
which puts together bipartisan infor- 
mation on international political issues 
for teens to discuss. 

More than 40 years after the hos- 
tage crisis, some feel Americans seem 
ignorant to their government’s history 
of intervention in countries like Iran. 

“Tran was just as much of a bad 
guy in pop culture as it is now,” says 
Fatemi, who has work included in the 
upcoming anthology My Shadow Is My 
Skin: Voices of the Iranian Diaspora. “I 
remember feeling shunned.” 

Fatemi was born in California to 
Iranians who came as students in the 
1950s and 1960s, establishing roots 
well before the 1979 Revolution. But 
when the hostage crisis erupted, she 
went from part of the pack in Southern 
California to an outsider. Several times 
a week during sixth and seventh grade, 
classmates would taunt Fatemi and her 
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twin sister in some way for being Ira- 
nian during the hostage crisis. She was 
even shoved around and called “Irani- 
an bitch” while her four best friends 
stopped talking to her. 

Fatemi and her sister hid their 
traumatic experiences from the world, 
including one another, until they 
started writing about them when she 
attended the University of California 
Santa Cruz, where Fatemi would later 
teach writing. 

But this time, perspectives of the 
Iranian diaspora could be found in 
real time alongside World War III 
memes on social media. Like Fatemi, 
22-year-old Danville native Donna 
Fatoohi doesn’t feel quite comfortable 
discussing Iran with those unfamiliar 
with it but noted that online spaces let 
the world in on anxiety and depression 
many were feeling while fearing the 
worst. 

“When all this was happening it was 
clear that all of us were grieving,” says 
Fatoohi, who recently graduated from 
UC Berkeley. “It was kind of like a col- 
lective movement where all of us were 
feeling similar emotions and process- 
ing and we were doing that in public. 
More Iranians are speaking up and 
kind of saying what many I think have 
internalized or been afraid to say.” 


Healin through communi- 
ty-buil the 
Just since November, Iran was gripped 
by mass protests against the government 
that killed at least 304 people, the US. 
assassinated a top official and created 
the threat of war, 179 people aboard a 
commercial flight perished during Iran’s 
retaliatory strike, flash floods hit south- 
ern provinces and killed three people, 
and now at least 77 Iranians have died 
from the COVID-19 novel coronavirus, 
the largest casualty count outside China 
as of press time. 

When you add in the revolution, 
hostage crisis, Iran-Iraq War, Western 
sanctions, likely 2009 election fraud 
and subsequent crackdown of the 
Green Movement, and the U.S. leaving 
a landmark nuclear deal, the people of 
Iran have been on a marathon of trau- 
ma over the past 41 years. 

Some in the diaspora are finding 
ways to heal through the arts. 

In San Francisco, that’s taken form 
in the 1996 establishment of Golden 
Thread Productions, the first American 
theater company dedicated to Middle 
Eastern stories, and Diaspora Arts 
Connection, which aims to showcase 
little-known artists in varying dias- 
poras. 

Nazy Kaviani, who came to the Bay 
Area in 1978 as a student, founded 


Diaspora Arts Connection in 2013 
after years of being bothered by the 
lack of cultural happenings. She pre- 
viously spent much of her time in 
human rights activism and thought 
hard about what she was leaving for 
the world. 

“It was really hard to be healthy 
when you're day in and day out with 
that,” Kaviani says. “What did it for me 
was the arts. This became how I pol- 
ished my soul, basically.” 

The nonprofit holds dozens of 
events each year, culminating in the 
September showcasing of silenced fe- 
male singers around the world in “Let 
Her Sing.” However, visa issues have 
cost the show thousands of dollars and 
kept out Niaz Nawab, an Iranian artist 
living in France, in 2019. 

But the impact on the audience, of- 
ten clapping through tears, is easy for 
Kaviani to see. “It just has such a grip- 
ping touch,” she says. “Arts transcends 
cultures, borders, languages, and you 
can do so much.” 

Torange Yeghiazarian, one of 
Golden Thread Productions’ founders, 
agrees. The theater company seeks 
to convey stories of an ethnically 
and religiously diverse Middle East,

from dramas about displacement to 
comedies adapted from contemporary 
Iranian author Sadeq Hedayat or even 
ordinary stories about a modern-day, 
ordinary Iranian couple. That includes 
stories that directly challenge Ameri- 
can stereotypes of the region of either 
violent men or oppressed women and 
refugees. 

“There’s still this perception of 
victim or villain,” Yeghiazarian says. 
“Anything with more nuance and com- 
plexity takes a little more effort.” 

Much of this work is supported by 
grants. Both Yeghiazarian and Kaviani 
urge people in the Iranian American 
community to support shows like 
theirs to keep bringing nuanced stories 
that shape America’s understanding 
of people impacted by their very gov- 
ernment. 

For other artists, it’s simply about 
finding refuge in other voices with a 
similar background to feel seen, and 
to find a way to be heard in ways they 
weren't before. 

“It’s kind of a loss that I continue 
to work on replacing,” Fatemi says. 
“The more that I connect with Iranian 
American writers and more I just know 
that I’m a blend of being Iranian and 
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Southern California-raised girl ... then 


I feel like there’s a lot more healing. It’s 
just going to be lifelong.” 


Period of renewal 

For a brief period in the year, Iranians 
get to collectively shove decades of bag- 
gage to the back and celebrate Nowruz, 
the Persian New Year, timed to the pre- 
cise moment of the spring equinox. In 
the weeks leading up to it, Iranians 
sprout greens from lentils and other 
seeds to include in the haft-seen table 
bringing good fortune and health. The 
last Tuesday before the equinox, they 
jump over a fire while shouting “Zardee 
maan az toh! Sorkhee toh az maan!” — 
“My yellow is yours, your red is mine” — 
for what's called charshanbe suri ina 
chant from the country’s Zoroastrian 
roots. 

It’s a ritual I’ve increasingly taken 
comfort in, to stay connected to the 
humanity of a group seen almost ex- 
clusively in an ugly political realm. The 
Bay Area now hosts a variety of dif- 
ferent Nowruz celebrations, which re- 
flects the roots members of the diaspo- 
ra are putting down in the civic sphere. 
The Public Affairs Alliance of Iranian 
Americans, for instance, works to 
bring Iranians into the policymaking 
process, including electing them into 
office as seen in 2018 successes, and 
holds a forum at Stanford University 
while the National Iranian American 
Council also serves as a voice in politics 
often advocating peace. 

Locally, San Francisco State Uni- 
versity launched a first-of-its-kind 
Center for Iranian Diaspora Studies in 
2016 thanks to an endowment from 
Iranian American alma mater and local 
philanthropist Neda Nobari. The cen- 
ter’s director, Persis Karim, received 
grants last year to build an archive of 
Iranians in the Bay Area and produce 
a documentary, though it needs more 
funding. 

The growth of the community and 
Iranian American organizations is a 
stark contrast to Bella Ramazan-Nia’s 
memories of simply sitting in a living 
room and complaining when she ar- 
rived. While she feels there’s still a lot 
to be done, it’s a sign of a new genera- 
tion equipped with a stronger voice as 
they mesh further in the melting pot. 
But for Ramazan-Nia, the questions of 
belonging still remain as her hope of 
returning to Iran is lost — something 
that has taught her to emphasize iden- 
tifying on a human level, urging all 
Americans to see it that way. 

“T don’t belong here, I don’t belong 
there,” Ramazan-Nia says. “It’s not a 
bad place to be.”

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A medical research study to learn how to treat patients with a type 
of prolonged seizures in the emergency department was recently 
performed in San Francisco. 


Before the study, doctors didn’t know what medicine worked best. 
The study showed that three medicines commonly used to treat 
prolonged seizures all work similarly well, stopping seizures about 
half the time in both children and adults. The medicines were also 
similar in safety. These results give doctors more flexibility and 
confidence when treating patients with prolonged seizures. 


The researchers thank the community for their support of this 
emergency research conducted with exception from consent. The 
study, called the Established Status Epilepticus Treatment Trial, 
or ESETT, was published in the November 28, 2019 issue of the 
New England Journal of Medicine. The study was funded by the 
National Institutes of Health.

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Autumn de Wilde Amps up the Opulence in 
Jane Austen’s ‘Emma’

In Jane Austen’s fictional village 
of Highbury, everyone defers to Emma 
Woodhouse (Anya Taylor-Joy) and her 
widower father. Bill Nighy plays Mr. 
Woodhouse in Autumn de Wilde’s new 
film adaptation of Emma (originally 
published by Austen in 1815). The actor, 
in a recent telephone interview, neatly 
summed up the relevance of that Geor- 
gian era in British history as it pertains 
to ours: “There’s this small elite, who 
had all the power and all the money and 
all the property,” he tells SF Weekly, “and 
everyone else was apparently placed on 
earth to make that whole thing swing, 
and serve them. That’s pretty much the 
same as it still is in large parts of the 
world.” 

Mr. Woodhouse is often a throw- 
away character in cinematic versions 
of the novel. He never stops complain- 
ing about catching a cold from drafts 
and proclaims the wedding days of 
both his eldest daughter Isabella and 
Mrs. Weston, Emma's former govern- 
ess, to have been “terrible days.” Nighy 
and de Wilde are quick to point out 
that he isn’t a hypochondriac or a cur- 
mudgeon. Mr. Woodhouse is, instead, 
a “valetudinarian.” He’s not only con- 
cerned with his own health but that of 
his friends and family. 

Before directing Emma, her first 
feature film, de Wilde was well-known 
for her photographs of rock stars and 
their album covers. Looking at the 
lush imagery of the “Highbury” land- 
scapes and the colorful Georgian inte- 
riors, de Wilde excels at framing actors 
inside of sumptuous, atmospheric 
conditions. But as a visual storyteller, 
she’s also careful to make use of neg- 
ative space. Pregnant pauses in the 
narrative give the characters time to 
complete their thoughts and provide 
them with psychological motivations 
that make sense. Yes, the scenery and 
costumes are gorgeous and enviable 
but de Wilde never sacrifices character 
development for the sake of a beauti- 
ful shot. 

Mr. Woodhouse is a minor char- 
acter who isn’t given much to say or 
do. However, with Nighy in the role, I 
understood, for the first time, why Mr. 
Woodhouse behaves as he does and 
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how his behavior influences Emma’s 
decisions. During a key scene that kick 
starts the narrative, Emma and her fa- 
ther sit alone in their dining room. As 
usual, Mr. Woodhouse complains of a 
chill in the room. He’s so preoccupied 
with the thought of catching a cold 
that when his daughter advances the 
idea of befriending someone new, he 
isn’t capable of acknowledging her. 

“We talked about the scene in 
terms of the fact that they were so 
isolated,” Nighy says. “It’s been a 
single-parent family for, we presume, 
some years, because her mother 
presumably died in childbirth. Many 
women died in childbirth. Apart from 
the occasional visits, Emma would 
be very lonely, and starved of social 
contact.” 

De Wilde’s camera lingers on the si- 
lence that unites and separates them. 
“She’s so protective of her father and 
that’s where you get to see how loving 
Emma is,” the director tells SF Weekly. 
“She’s politely reaching out to him, but 
she would never disrupt his day to cry 
about being lonely.” As Emma, Tay- 
lor-Joy’s face expresses a mixture of 
boredom, frustration and an unwav- 
ering sense of filial affection. Emma, 
like the audience, can read Nighy’s 
expression of suppressed anguish. He 
hasn't recovered from his wife’s death. 
Nighy doesn’t say as much but his Mr. 
Woodhouse transforms grief into a 
neurotic obsession with illness and 
dying prematurely. 

It’s no wonder then that Emma’s 
in desperate need of a companion her 
own age. That’s why she chooses to be- 
friend Harriet Smith, a young woman 
without a fortune or a place in society. 
She’s essentially an orphan who lives 
at a nearby boarding school for girls. 
Emma wants to elevate her status by 
giving her a makeover and by playing 
matchmaker. Nighy believes that 
Emma has, “In modern terms, good 
old-fashioned control issues, which 
Mr. Woodhouse identifies with. He’s 
no stranger to such issues, and he is 
compassionate about his daughter... 
as it were, a fellow sufferer.” 

Emma is in a unique position when 
you compare her with Jane Austen’s 
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other heroines. She doesn’t ever have 
to marry to retain her fortune. “She’s 
not desperate to marry, so she doesn’t 
look for love everywhere she goes,” 
de Wilde says. “She’s almost like an 
alien who has to ask herself, ‘What 
are these feelings of love that people 
are talking about?” The story might 
be 200 years old but the characters 
aren't. “They’re just young twerps 
making mistakes.” 

In a departure from the novel, de 
Wilde invented a Greek chorus to drift 
in and out of the background. ‘The girls 
at Harriet’s school wear crimson capes 
on their backs as they walk through 
the village. They promenade in two 
straight lines like the girls in Ludwig 
Bemelmans’ children’s book Madeline, 
a source of inspiration for the director. 
She wanted to add them into the story 
because Emma never went to school. 

“She has never had that moment 
in a high school movie with a cheer- 
leader walking down the hallway 
where all the kids are like oohing and 
aahing and falling in love and scared 


of her,” she says. When these girls are 
on screen at the same time as Emma, 
they genuflect and can hardly contain 
their excitement at the sight of her. 

But the capes also become a strik- 
ing visual motif, and, according to 
de Wilde’s research, are historically 
accurate. The girls’ presence quickly 
explains the class system to a contem- 
porary audience as well as indicating 
where Harriet comes from. When we 
first meet her, she too wears a red 
cape, but gradually, with Emma’s guid- 
ance and her hand-me downs, Harriet 
starts to dress like her mentor. The 
change in her wardrobe signals the 
change in her social position. 

“As we get to know Harriet,” de 
Wilde says, “we actually realize that 
Harriet has this thing that Emma has 
never had, the companionship of all 
these girls.” Working with the screen- 
writer Eleanor Catton, author of The 
Luminaries, the director wanted to 
establish the fact that Emma behaves 
badly at times but she’s not a villain 
(or, as Alicia Silverstone interpreted 
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Bill Nighy stars as “Mr. Woodhouse” in director Au- 
tumn de Wilde’s Emma. Credit: Focus Features 





the character in 1995, she’s just clue- 
less). De Wilde set up the dining room 
scene because she believed it was 
important to sympathize with Emma 
before she makes “some really horrible 
choices as a human being.” 

As the movie's trailer positions 
it, Emma is a frothy comic romp. De 
Wilde emulates Austen’s approach to 
her subject by using humor “to poke 
fun at the class system.” But the direc- 
tor is also a keen observer of Emma’s 
heart. Nighy says de Wilde captured 
the social mores of another the early 
19th century through her extensive 
research. She discovered that the 
behavior and events described in the 
book were only made possible because 
of the social structures in place at the 
time. Emma's gilded cage keeps her at 
a remove from the lower classes just as 
it inhibits her ability to fall in love.

Made in Chinatown looks like 
something out of an illustrated children’s 
book — it’s thoughtful and drawn witha 
distinctly nostalgic quality. An exhibit at 
41 Ross (an art gallery located in China- 
town’s historic Ross Alley), Made in Chi- 
natown was created by artists Vida 
Kuang, Olivia Ting, and Kelly Ma, and 
organized with the Chinatown Commu- 
nity Development Center. It’s hard artic- 
ulating exactly why Made in Chinatown 
feels so deeply nostalgic, even if you're a 
visitor who has never lived in Chinatown 
before. Maybe it’s because illustrators 
Kuang and Ma used clearly penned out- 
lines and bold pastel hues. 

Or maybe it’s the stories that 
they’re paired with. Made in Chi- 


natown is a collection of personal 
experiences from former or present 
Chinatown residents with Chinatown 
businesses. Next to thoughtful illus- 
trations of Chinese sausages hung up 
with string, women making food for 
their loved ones, or people picking out 
ingredients at local dried goods stores, 
are written memories. Told by Ma, 
Irene Dea Collier, and Amy Dai, these 
stories explain each person’s connec- 
tions with products made or bought in 
Chinatown. 

“Back home in the village / we’d 
pull out a large bamboo basket / for 
every one to make sweet fried dump- 
lings together,” reads Dea Collier's 
statement. It flows like — or as — 
poetry. “I miss it. my mom and dad 


would do the frying and / we'd have an 
assembly line to knead, fold, and add 
fillings.” 

Dea Collier immigrated to America 
from a village in Hoi Ping, China in 
1953. In her exhibit biography, Made 
in Chinatown talks about how Dea 
Collier moved into a Chinatown SRO, 
and how she would carry grocery bags 
for her mother, who cooked daily. 

“SRO tenants would frequent dried 
goods stores because there’s no re- 
frigerator and it’s easier to store and 
cook at your convenience,” Dea Collier 
writes in the exhibit. It’s an important 
point that Kuang, whose family also 
lived in an SRO, brings up in an inter- 
view with SF Weekly. 


Testament to Local Businesses and 





“A lot of times you have shared 
kitchens, and sometimes you might 
only have a mini-fridge,” Kuang says. 
“T think dried food is a very accessible 
way to store things.” 

It’s also a way of environmentally 
conscious eating. A lot of these dried 
foods are bought in bulk, and if you 
bring a bag to store your dried bean 
curd, or dried mushrooms, etc., you'll 
be minimizing plastic waste. 

“A lot of times, people only think 
the only place to be zero waste is in 
Whole Foods or Rainbow,” Kuang says. 
But they weren't necessarily the pio- 
neers when it comes to zero waste. “A 
lot of immigrant communities of color 
have been doing this for decades.” 
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st Kelly Ma 


Made in Chinatown is both a cele- 
bration of that culture, and a way to 
promote Chinatown businesses who 
are integral to its local ecosystem. 

“It’s not just to celebrate food cul- 
ture in Chinatown, but it’s also to up- 
lift small businesses,” Kuang says. “It’s 
kind of hard being in this economy in 
San Francisco to be a business owner.” 

An animated map of Chinatown is 
projected onto the back wall of the gal- 
lery. Created by Ting, the map outlines 
various shops in Chinatown where 
you can buy locally made goods — like 
Ling Ling Chinese Dress or the Golden 
Gate Fortune Cookie Factory, which 
actually sits right across the street 
from 41 Ross. 

Though the exhibit is technically 
Made in Chinatown, it also spotlights 
stores that sell products — like pop- 
ular snacks — that you can buy else- 
where. Strawberry-flavored Pocky or 
dried squid might not be made in San 
Francisco’s Chinatown, but they are 
an important part of Ma’s own story. 
A senior at Galileo High School and a 
leader in Chinatown Community De- 
velopment Center’s youth programs, 
Ma buys the snacks to energize other 
youth volunteers. 

“Most of the people come here as 
tourists, but they only go to famous 
spots, Ma says. “But actually, China- 
town is home for many people. People 
come here for groceries and youth like 
us like to buy snacks in Chinatown. 
There are so many unseen perspec- 
tives.”

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We interviewed Lawrence Lindell, an Oakland artist and the founder of the BAYlies.

There are plenty of spaces for 
straight white men in comics, but not so 
much for queer cartoonists or cartoon- 
ists of color. That’s something that Oak- 
land cartoonist Lawrence Lindell, whose 
art revolves around “mental health, 
Blackness, Queerness and healing,” no- 
ticed before creating the BAYlies — a col- 
lective for cartoonists who identify as 
queer, POC, or both. While the BAYlies’ 
footprint operated mostly online when 


its Instagram (@thebayliescomics) 
started in 2018, they premiered their 
first print anthology later that year. 
The anthology features works by 
Breena Nunez and Trinidad Escobar, 
but not of Lindell himself. Lindell was 
careful not to include himself in the 
book, wanting to focus on the other 
artists he was giving a platform to. SF 
Weekly caught up with Lindell to talk 
about the BAYlies, and the next steps 
for this queer, POC, comics collective.

Weekly: How did you come up with this 
idea? 

Lawrence Lindell: It’s just a bunch of 
people I know who make comics in the 
Bay Area, but they’re always left out of 
the story. So I was like, “Tl make a space 
where I can highlight their voices.” 


SEW: What do you mean “They were al- 
ways left out of the story?” 
LL: One of the featured people on the 


collective is Jaime Crespo. He’s from the 
Bay, but he’s been making comics since 
the underground comics scene. They all 
knew who he was, but no one in my gen- 
eration knew who he was. I don’t think 
that makes sense. 


SFW: What does a collective mean? 

LL: [ use the term loosely. It’s literally 
just a place where folks I know that make 
comics can kind of showcase comics 
without pressure. So it’s like, “Hey, make 
anew comic this week. Whatever you 
want outside of your job.” Just giving 
them freedom to make comics for fun 
opposed to having to get paid or having 
to meet their deadline. 


SFW: Do you think it’s more something 
that happens not in real life, but online? 
LL: No — [know all of them personally. 
We all table shows together, we all eat to- 
gether and hang out. So it’s both and 
both. But online is easier to get it to folks 
we don’t know. 


SFW: Since starting the BAYlies, have 
you guys been able to meet more comics 
around the Bay Area? 

LL: The BAYlies were meant to just high- 
light everything that’s happening. I don’t 
want anyone to be divided, and! don’t 
like cliques. So I'll show everyone — as 
long as you're a person of color and 
queer. That’s really important. There are 
alot of straight white guys that have col- 
lectives. 


SFW: Has anything really surprised you 
since you started the BAYlies? 

LL: How many folks are here making 
comics that don’t know each other, but I 
know them. Being able to bring them to- 
gether is nice. Or folks that don’t know 
that there’s a whole comics scene that’s 
thriving still, that’s outside of main- 
stream comics. 


SFW: So how would you characterize 
that comics community that’s outside of 
mainstream comics? 

LL: It’s super queer. There’s a lot of folks 
still making queer comics here. It’s 
rooted in a lot of zine fest and DIY spirit. 
Everyone's printing their own stuff. 
There are a lot more black and brown 
folks that are visible. 


SEW: Would you mind defining DIY

spirit for those who may not be familiar 
with it? 

LL: It just stands for “do it yourself.” I 
print out all my comics at home ona 
printer and we buy the paper from Kelly 
Paper in either San Francisco or Oak- 


land. 


SFW: Do you think there’s an advantage 
to having that DIY spirit? 

LL: Yes. One, if it comes to economics, 
the only person who takes money out of 
your pocket is the government. There are 
a lot of folks who are being underpaid to 
make comics, and they work long hours 
and they don’t see the return. 

You can get to reach your supporters. 
Like when I go to a show get to talk di- 
rectly to the supporters and folks. 


SEW: What’s the next step for the BAY- 
lies? 

LL: We're going to do the second anthol- 
ogy, but it’s going to be a bit different. 
The idea was to do something more mag- 
azine style. So instead of comics, it'll be 
something similar to what you're doing: 
interviews of the actual cartoonists, a bit 
of their history of why they moved to the 
Bay. Or if they were born in the Bay, what 
was comics like during their era? 


SFW: How would you characterize com- 
ics during your era? 

LL: That’s right now. I’m a part of this 
wave that’s coming up. We’re lucky be- 
cause everyone has put in the ground- 
work, so we get to be queer openly, we 
get to be black and make comics. There 
are so many people who came before and 
opened those doors. Right now we're fol- 
lowing the lead they started, but more 
intensely. We don’t ask for permission.

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Sail on, 
Silver Girl

Everything at the Silver Crest 
Donut Shop is out of order: the bath- 
room, the other bathroom, and the juke- 
box. Even the mini-jukeboxes on the 
counter have napkins stuffed in the coin 
slots. If you need to pee, you have to dash 
across four lanes of traffic and sneak into 
McDonald’s. This is true across every 
visit. 

I’ve come to this 24-hour diner on 
Bayshore Boulevard periodically the 
entire time I’ve lived in San Francisco, 
partly because the first place I ever 
lived here was on Putnam Street above 
the Alemany Farmers Market and part- 
ly because the Silver Crest is still the 
strangest place to eat I’ve ever found 
in this city. Over the years, as I’ve been 
everywhere from one-off pop-ups to 
Benu, it’s been blinking at the edge of 
my peripheral vision, like Sutro Tower 
at night. It’s kind of a barometer for 
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San Francisco, CA 94103 
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me: As long as it’s there, something 
intrinsically bizarre and decent about 
San Francisco endures. If it ever dis- 
appears, the city will have officially 
crossed a threshold of change more 
disturbing than the others, if only 
symbolically. 

Half bar, half diner, the Silver Crest 
is a hideous establishment that ap- 
pears to take in very little money. Built 
in 1895 (or so I’m told), the building 
has been many things, including a 
pre-freeway gas station. It bills itself as 
a doughnut shop, but the doughnut se- 
lection is pretty paltry. The more perti- 
nent detail is that it never, ever closes. 
Well — the bar half does, from 2 a.m. 
to 6 a.m. daily, but the place itself does 
not. That practice is a theft-deterrent. 

Pops is almost always here. A 
Greek-American born George Giavris, 
he’s owned the Silver Crest for half a 
century now. According to his niece, 
who works 7 a.m. to 3 p.m. shifts and 
goes home tired, Pops puts in 18-hour 
days, goes home to sleep for a couple 
hours, then comes back, and he’ll nev- 
er slow down or retire even though his 
back is visibly stooped and he used to 
be chattier. If you order a Bud (bottles 
only) he’ll pour you a shot of ouzo 


without even asking. So might his wife, 


Nina. 
That’s only at the bar, though. If 
you re sitting in the diner half, it’s not 
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quite as hospitable. You have to pay for 
your beers as you order them, even if 
you get food — for which the receipts 
will be presented individually, written 
by hand, and discreetly upside down, 
and the whole operation is cash-only. If 
you order a burger, it arrives only one 
way: well-done. Breakfast, served all 
day, is the best bet. The potatoes that 
come with the eggs are tasty, the toast 
is buttered with care, and the coffee is 
decent. 

You'll drink it on a Formica coun- 
tertop that I stare at every time. It’s a 
particular blue, not really robin’s egg 
blue or Twitter blue or UN blue or Star 
Wars end credits blue, but very much 
of an era. It’s a Space Age hue, or it was 
when it was installed. The optimism of 
the Apollo program got weighed down 
by the disappointment of the retired 
Space Shuttle fleet and a million ring- 
shaped coffee stains. The arched walls 
are covered in wood panelling, which 
is something I’ve never seen anywhere 
else. It’s not exactly craftsmanship, but 
it makes me happy. 

By night, the Silver Crest’s fluores- 
cent lighting is sickly, Lynchian. By 
day, the effect is wan. A lot of the signs 
are handwritten and feel like arbitrary 
rules & regs, like the one saying you 
must be 21 to play the five identical 
pinball machines wedged uncomfort- 
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Cuase AWAY THE Wines Biues

ably together. None of the signs are 
misspelled. If there’s no music playing 
amid all the potted plants and lucite, 
you feel conspicuous. Around 5 p.m., 
as the bar gets going, there’s usually 
music on the portable stereo and may- 
be a dispute in the parking lot. 

I grew up on Long Island, where 
diners are plentiful, and if they aren't 
open 24 hours a day, they might as well 
hang it up. Families of Greek descent 
operate most of them. Unless they 
cultivate a deliberately retro, 1940s 
appeal, they’re mostly workhorses like 
the Pinecrest Diner next to A.C.T. San 
Francisco has fewer and fewer places 
like this. Sparky’s is long-gone, and the 
Fog City Diner reopened as the fancier 
Fog City. Many new restaurants are 
dinner-only spots that open five nights 
a week for four hours. Staying open 
for 168 hours per week must be pun- 
ishing, especially seven decades into 
the era of corporate fast food, which 
Bayshore Boulevard has plenty of. 

The Silver Crest is on the west side 
of Bayshore, but you can’t really call 
this Bernal Heights. Once upon a time, 
there were plans for this to become a 
garment district of the West called Ap- 
parel City, but it’s a void bookended by

ball (Cesar Chavez at Highway 101) 
and the Spaghetti Bowl (101 and In- 
terstate 280). Before post-earthquake 
fill and other land-reclamation projects 
extended the shoreline, the mudflats 
of Islais Creek used to be here, and The 
Old Clam House (established 1861) is 
catty-corner across the street. 

As free shots of ouzo are to the Sil- 
ver Crest, $4.99 Hot Clam shooters are 
to the Old Clam House. They’re basical- 
ly tepid Bloody Marys with clam juice, 
and the sediment is probably quite po- 
larizing. Asked if he'd ever been inside 
the Silver Crest, an Old Clam House 
bartender responds by asking if it was 
still open, even though we could see 
the cars in its parking lot from there. 
Nope, it hasn’t closed. 

“Theard 15 years ago it was a real 
dive,” he says, as if the 19th-century 
Old Clam House’s isolated location on 
a plank road two miles from downtown 
weren't a virtual guarantee that sordid 
things went on there all the time. 

San Francisco is too small for there 
to be undiscovered neighborhoods, 
culinarily speaking or otherwise. (The 
South and East bays are another story 
altogether.) But at Silver Crest, you 
realize the extent to which there are 
multiple San Franciscos piled atop one 
another. This is the boundary of a kind 


of urbanite consciousness, which spurs 
journalists to say something happened 
in Bernal Heights but out in the Por- 
tola, one neighborhood to the south. 
While “outer” neighborhood ethnic 
restaurants run by immigrant families 
who serve incredible food have begun 
to get their full and proper respect at 
last, the Silver Crest operates at a basal 
stratum. This is food as fuel for a work- 
ing-class constituency that spends its 
days on the road or in neighborhoods 
zoned for light industry. It isn’t built 
for Yelp. It wears its history more 
lightly than any 125-year-old structure 
in this entire city. It hasn't closed, be- 
cause it never closes.

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Dave Pirner Has Waited for This

In his 40 years in rock ‘n’ roll, Soul 


Asylum’s Dave Pirner has gotten used to 
the practice of hurrying up and waiting. 

The frontman for the Minneapolis 
proto-grunge band says that rushing 
through sets and costly studio sessions 
and then waiting around for the next 
gig or critics’ responses is such an inte- 
gral part of his “band life” that he de- 
cided to name his group’s forthcoming 
album Hurry Up and Wait. 

“In a band, the cliche is you spend 
22 hours getting someplace on trains, 
planes, and automobiles and then 90- 
ish minutes onstage and then you go 
spend 20, 30, 40 hours getting to the 
next place,” says Pirner, who brings 
Soul Asylum’s Dead Letter Tour to 
Slim’s on Sunday. “It kind of feels that 
way all the time.” 

That’s why the vocalist-guitar- 
ist, best known for alternative hits 
“Somebody to Shove,” “Black Gold,” 
and “Runaway Train” off 1992’s Grave 
Dancers Union relished the opportu- 
nity to take his time with his latest 
album, due out April 17. 

It didn’t hurt that the recording 


sessions took place at a familiar spot, 
Minnesota’s historic Nicollet Studios, 
where Soul Asylum had laid down 
some of their early material, and that 
co-producer John Fields had already 
built a rapport with the group — now 
including drummer Michael Bland, gui- 
tarist Ryan Smith, and bassist Winston 
Roye — after working on their last 
three records. 

“It seemed more painless than it 
has been in the past,” says Pirner, who 
recently moved back to Minneapolis 
after a long stint living in New Orleans 
with his now ex-wife and son. “It was 
just this very relaxed process.” 

In such a supportive environment, 
he felt more comfortable experiment- 
ing with a variety of genres — suchas 
punk (“Hopped Up Feelin’”), glam rock 
(“Got It Pretty Good”), indie rock (“The 
Beginning”), and folk rock (“Dead 
Letter”) — and tougher subject matter 
like romantic difficulties and emotion- 
al disconnection, inspired by his recent 
divorce and his geographic separation 
from his high-school-age son Eli, who 
remains in The Big Easy.

some of that is reflected in the mate- 
rial,” Pirner says. “I don’t really care to 
pick it apart, but it’s the first time I’ve 
ever been through anything quite that 
fucked up and I’m still kinda pissed off 
about it. But having a kid was a great 
experience and then not being able to 
see him was just awful. So that’s proba- 
bly all in there somewhere.” 

If the album’s lead track “The Begin- 
ning” is its most life-affirming, “Dead 
Letter,’ the record’s first single, is its 
most morbid. 

Inspired by the dead letter office 
Pirner visited in New Orleans, where 
he saw stacks of undeliverable mail, 
full of unread sentiments waiting to be 
processed, the track is a major musical 
departure for Soul Asylum with its 
heavily acoustic, country-tinged, mel- 
ancholic vibe. 

Whether it fits neatly into the 
band’s discography or is regarded as 
punk or rock enough by fans or critics 
is irrelevant to the singer who has 
made a career of defying expectations. 

After building his initial audience 
playing “loud,” “fast,” and “obnoxious” 
electric music for over a decade, Pirner 
had no qualms about going acoustic for 





the recording of Grave Dancers Union. 

“T always thought we were a lit- 
tle more experimental and broader 
reaching than a lot of the bands of 
the [punk] scene,” says Pirner. “I re- 
ally didn’t want to write songs that 
sounded the same. So you have to keep 
trying new ways of making songs and 
the [shift in musical style] seemed to 
work.” 

The acoustic-driven “Runaway 
Train” sped to the top of the charts, 
garnering the band heavy radio and 
MTV airplay, a Grammy, and a spot 
performing at the inauguration of for- 
mer president Bill Clinton. 

Still, the group that predated Nir- 
vana by six years and arguably helped 
shape the grunge scene never felt that 
they were respected by the media as 
much as the Cobain-fronted band. 

To Pirner’s dismay, he became better 
known for his grungy torn pants and 
blonde matted dreadlocks than his 
music. 

The singer remembers opening up 
a music trade publication in the mid- 
1990s and feeling disappointed that 
the first sentence was about his long, 
thick mane. 

“T was like, ‘Really, after all this 
music I made, you're still just going to 
talk about my fucking hair?” Pirner 
says. ‘It’s astonishing, especially in a 
music magazine. So to that effect, it 
was kind of a bummer. But I don’t care. 
Why should I care? It always seemed 
difficult for me to keep people focused 
on the music.” 

So with Hurry Up and Wait and 
the companion release of Loud, Fast, 
Words, a lyrical anthology of 150-plus 
Soul Asylum songs from throughout 
the band’s career, Pirner is excited to 
win some long overdue attention for 
his musical abilities, which he regards 
as even more “seasoned, experienced, 
streamlined, and comfortable” than 
before. 

“T’ve always worked toward creating 
songs that were meaningful,” Pirner 
says. ‘I'd like to think that I’m putting 
some words and music out there that 
bring people a certain amount of com- 
fort. If someone can hear a song or 
read a lyric and think, ‘Ah, I feel that 
way, too, and that must mean I’m not 
fucking crazy, then it has value.”

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Oral Sex Won't 
Make Your Sleep 
Apnea Worse

I’m a middle-aged gay man and I was 
recently diagnosed with sleep apnea. This 
is a disorder caused by the soft tissue in 
the throat collapsing during sleep. On top 
of making me feeling tired and awful all 
the time, sleep apnea is associated with a 
long list of health complications. I’m writ- 
ing you because I’m into very rough oral. I 
like it when a guy treats my throat like a 
Fleshlight. Gagging and retching turn me 
on. Since I don’t want to risk making my 
condition worse, I stopped giving blowjobs 
after my diagnosis. But will giving blow- 
jobs the way I like to give them actually 
make things worse? The internet was not 
helpful, and I didn’t feel comfortable ask- 
ing the sleep specialist. 

Really Excited To Choke Harmlessly 


“The vast majority of people with 
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sleep apnea have obstructive sleep 
apnea (OSA), which is what I assume 
this individual has,” said Dr. Anna 
Grosz, a board certified otolaryngol- 
ogist in practice in Portland, Oregon. 
“It results from muscle relaxation and 
collapse in the airway (throat), which 
narrows the passage for air to flow and 
then makes it harder to breathe and 
get oxygen.” (Otolaryngologists spe- 
cialize in diseases and disorders of the 
ear, nose, and throat.) 

So when you fall asleep, RETCH, 
the muscles in your throat relax and 
collapse, restricting your ability to 
breathe. Your brain—which doesn’t 
want to die—responds to this oxygen 
deprivation by waking you up, which 
tenses your muscles back up, un-col- 
lapsing them, and allowing you to 
breathe again.
